Gov. Booth on Swedenborg. © 

When it was announced that G 
Booth would lecture in Oakland bn 
“ Swedenborg,” those ionorant of the 
Governor’s opinion in regard to the sup- 
posed revelations of the Swedish seer, 
were left to surmise what position he 
might take as to the genuineness and 
value of those revelations and visions. 

Those who saw the Oakland ews of 
the day before the lecture, would judge 
from a communication it contained in 
regard to a former lecture on the same 
subject, that, he would not appear as an 
advocate of the peculiar tenets of Swe- 
denborgianism. The writer of that 
communication evidently feared that the 
coming lecture might not do justice to 
the distinguished prophet and the faith 
of his followers. The hope was express- 
ed that his views might have become 
modified, and that he would not attrib- 
ute the remarkable visions of Sweden- 
borg to hallucination or insanity, as on 
a former occasion. 

The Governor did not treat the sult. 
ject in any dogmatic style or spirit. 
Indeed, his whole lecture was calm, un- 
impassioned, yet thoroughly earnest and 
interesting. A brief history of the life 
of Swedenborg was given, and.a some- 
what extended account of his some | 
ences and belief. 

The lecture did justice to the sil 
dreamer as a man of erudite learning 
and great purity of character. He was 
the son of a Swedish bishop, and his 
father believed himself to be the medium 
of revelations and communications from 
the heavenly world. Emmanuel grew 
up without any extraordinary religious 
convictions or spiritual experiences, He 
became one of the first men of his age 
in philosophical and scientific attain- 
ments. It was not until he was about 
fifty years of age that he became the 
subject of those strange visions or phen- 
omenal experiences which his followers 
believe were spiritual and heavenly rev-. 
elations, but which others believe were 
the phantasies of a disordered brain. 
The lecturer gave many facts in regatd 
to the life, writings and views of Swe- 
denborg—with little or no comment— 
leaving the hearer to his own conclu- 
sions as to the estimate in which they 
are to be held. 


But’a portion of the lecture was de- | 


- voted to the consideration of certain 
mental phenomena and psychological 
conditions, as affording the most reason- 

| able solution of the wonderful visions of 
| Swedenborg. The human mind is a 


great mystery. Its operations involve | 


many strange and remarkable phenom- 
ena which we cannot explain. Many 
of us have experienced at times a sensa- | 
tion of double consciousness, "We have 
dreamed that we were dreaming. We} 
have in our waking moments sometimes 


fallen into.a kind of reverie, wherein we 
would seem like two persons, occupying 
two different places. Then, too, at rare 
intervals, we find persons who seem to 
| be gifted with a second or sens 
sight. 
By some peculiar visional power they | 
seem able to discern scenes and objects 


internal organs of the body, and various 
things which do not come within the 
scope of natural vision. There is un-| 


duced by certain mental conditions for 
which the present state of mental phil- 
osophy does not afford any intelligent 
explanation. 

Then, too, we know there is such a 
thing as a diseased imagination, where 
persons may come to believe that they 
are favored with extraordinary visions 
and supernatural communications, but 
where it is evident. that the objects 
seen or the sounds heard are the crea- 
tions of their own minds—projected out 


from them—and standing, as it were, 


apart from them, personal and inde- 
pendent. 

Within the range of sich abnormal 
developments, and as one of the most 
| remarkable on record, come the revela- 
tions and visions of Emmanuel Sweden- 
borg. 

He, no doubt, sincerely believed that 
he talked with the inhabitants of the 
heavenly world—that he explored heav- 
en and hell and the different planets, 
and conversed with their peoples, and 
that he was the God-appointed revealer 
of a new era, and dispensation, and 
church. But his sincerity is not suffic: 
ient ground for a belief in the super- 
natural character of his revelations. - 

The lecture was calculated to id 
much good, because of its excellent 
spirit, its moderate treatment of the 
subject, and the reasonable suggesticns 
made in regard to the remarkable ex.

A year ago our ee failed to 
enact a compulsory education law. This 
year the State of Nevada is wiser, and 
comes into the line of virtue and enlight- 
enment by passing a bill to enforce the 
attendance of all children at school dur- 
ing several successive years of. their 


lives. Already Japan, so long in the 


rear of civilization, is coming to the 
front of our advanced age, and is en- 
gaged in establishing 53,000 public 
schools, 256 high schools, and 8 colleges ; 
and she degrees that all children above 
‘six years old must go to school till they 
are fourteen. ‘To this complexion 
must we come at last.? Brutality, neg- 
lect, cupidity, and prejudice must, none 
of them, hereafter doom a child to ig- 
norance. To. at least seven years of 


good schooling every child is entitled, 


for its own sake, for the community’s 
sake, for humanity’s sake, and for the 
Eord’s sake. The sooner we recognize 


this great obligation, the better. We 


must compel all children to go to 
school that need compulsion. Herein 
are means of safety. , 


Of the ** Modoc War” in Southern | 


Oregon we have hitherto foreborne to say 
anything. The Modocs are Indians; 

and when we have said that,we have indi. 
eated the troublesomeness of the matter. 
Indians are hard to be dealt with; and 
whites are even more hard upon them. 
The Modocs had been upon a reserva- 
tion. Part of them ‘came to the conclu- 
sion ‘that the treaties with them had not 
been well. kept. They left, and refused 
to return. The U.S. officers were call- 
ed on to assist in their enforced return. 

‘Some troops were sent—too few in num- 
‘bers, and too late to effect their object 
without blood-shed. Hence the “ war,” 
and a skirmish or two, and a sort of 
siege. The President has forbidden 
further assault by arms, and appointed 
three Commissioners to treat with the 
Indians and manage the affair. These 
persons are said to be too intimate with 
a clique in Oregon who want war, for 
the sake of the furnishing of supplies, 
and so on. We hope not.. We must 
wait and see. We will confide i in them 


-We are happy in the thought that the 
building of steam propellers for service 
on our coast lines has begun in earnest 
in this city. At Owens’ yard on the 
Potrero was the‘ Eastport ” built. She 
made her trial trip handsomely about a 
fortnight ago. She is 160 feet long, 33 
feet wide, 114 feet deep in the hold, and 
measures 483 registered tons. She can 
carry, 40 passengers, and 500 tons of. 
coal, besides all sorts of supplies. She 
draws, when loaded, 11} feet of water, 
and her propeller is 10 feet.in diameter. 
She is the first of a proposed line to 
‘bring coals to this market from Wash- 
ington Territory. We hope she will\ 
prove to be a fast and profitable craft ;

building up the College of California, as 
its secretary, financial agent and vice 
president. Like many other labors of 
philanthropy, benevolence and religion, 
the pains and labors of Mr. Willey in 
this particular sphere were poorly paid 
|and inadequately appreciated, though 
arduous, able and devoted. But the 
men who know most about the hard 
work he performed, rejoice in the ‘assur- 
ance they feel that he is some day to 
have his reward. When his connection 
with it ceased, the college emerged as 
the State University. And this is what 
he says christians can do in behalf. of 
religion in such an institution, because’ 
there is nothing to forbid them: “ We 
can go and in the vicinity build church- 
es,'and homes, and halls, and make 
them so attractive that the students 
cannot stay from them. ~The surround. 
ing christian interest of the State should 
take the university into its care, under 
its nurture,and into its heart. .

Concerning Laughter. 

It is good to laugh. Theres a time 
for it. It is wholesome. It invigorates 
the health and the. spirits. It drives 
away care, and relieves the mind of that 
| pressing weight of anxiety and responsi- 
bility which all feel more or less at 
times. Depression of spirits kills» more 
than hard work does. It is the dull, 
continual plodding of unyaried and un- 
achieved tasks of hand ‘or brain that’ 
tries and kills. Laughter comes in as 
relief and rest. | 

Take it in the Bre a con- 
tentions that arise between people, and 
see how they are often followed up with 
seriousness and pertinacity and bitter- 
ness, until perhaps the whole community 
is disturbed, and all. because neighbors 
forgot to keep in a good humor. Peo-| 
ple can disagree in opinion and widely | 
disagree about ten thousand things, if 
they will only remember to keep in a 
good humor. It is extremely difficult 
to laugh and be angry at the same time.. 
We have seen a large audience of people 
instantly cured of unpleasant and bad 
by one minute’s laughter. 

We have seen in publie meeting some- 
affecting the com- 
mon welfare of the community were 
| discussed—a state of feeling produced 
which. bordered on desperation, and one 
speaker would follow another with, in- 
sinuations and accusations and bitter 
| reproaches, until the combative propen- 
| sities of the audience would be well nigh | 
| wrought up to some overt demonstra-— 
tion; when some one of genial nature, 
and with & vein of good humor in his 
| disposition, would get up and by a little 
witticism or mirth-provoking anecdote, 
electrify the audience, set everybody to 
laughing, and in a moment heal all en- 
vious and bitter feelin g. 

But some very serious christians may 
take exceptions to our view of the ben- 
efits of laughter; by saying that the 
teachings of scripture seem to be against 
it. Does not the Bible discountenance 
it, as for instance where it says, ‘“‘ Sorrow 
is better than laughter ?—by the sad- 
ness of the countenance the heart. is 
made better,” etc. But is there any- 
thing in these passages which teaches 
that laughter is not good? The mere 
assertion that one thing is better than 
another, by no means implies that what 
is least valuable is not good for anything 
at-all. Goldis better than silver, there- 
fore shall we say that silver is not good? 
No. For the truth is, that while gold i is 
more valuable yet silver is just as neces- 
sary and will answer many Purposes 
which gold will not...

If he 
makes a mistake—oh! bliss—she is at 
once down upon him, citing authority 
upon authority to prove that be is wrong, 
until~fairly bewildered, and greatly ir- 
ritated, the luckless fellow seeks refuge 
in admission that his memory had most 
unaccountably failed him.

Hints and aids to Housekeepers. 


It is, by far,an easier matter to write 
upon the subject of housekeeping, than 
it is to, in an easy, quiet, and systemat- 
ic manner,perform the labors of a, house- 
hold. By means of the pen, however, 
many valuable hints and aids may be 
given to housekeepers, which, if proper- 
ly used will lighten their labor and les- 


sen their cares. As good housekeeping 
is a matter of the utmost importance in 
all communities and in all classes, so a 
good housekeeper is a person to be loved 
by the housebold, and respected by all. 

The weather is cold, the winter hav- 
ing set in early, and much care is neces- 
sary to prevent fruit and vegetables 
from freezing. As apples are not keep- 
ing well, many are canning them for 
use. during the spring and summer 
months. The cans that are emptied 
during the winter can be filled with well- 
cooked apples, and set away for use 
when needed. As apples are usually 
much cheaper in the fall than in the 
spring, many purchase and can them in 
the fall for summer use. For this pur- 
pose Gates and Spitzenbergens are ex: 
cellent, as they are spicy and retain a 
beautiful color. 

At many places where I have called 


engaged in preparing rags for carpets. 
These carpets are warm, neat, heavy, 
and usually wear well. The following 
is a cheap way of coloring cotton rags 
a beautiful and permanent blue: Take a 
large brass or copper kettle,have it dry, 
and rub the whole inside with soft soap, 
taking care to cover the sides and bot- 
tom well with the soap. Let the kettle 
stand until the following day, then pour 
in water, wash the soap down into it, 
and let it boil a half bour; then add one- 
fourth of a pound of logwood chips and 
boil one hour, then put in the cloth and 
boil or keep hot until a proper color is 
produced. This will usually take about 
two hours, and will color five pounds 
of rags. They should be dried before 
washing. 

To live within fhe limits of the income 
and promote the health and comfort -of 
the household, should be the aim of the 
housewife, and she should strive contin- 
ually to occomplish these ends. Cheer- 
ful countenances and pleasant conver- 
sations, with pleasant and laughable an- 
ecdotes happily related, conduce to both 
health and happiness. During the long 
winter months, when people must, re- 
main so much indoors, one often gets 
tired of the surroundings, or weary of 
looking at the same arrangement of sur- 
roundiog, This tiresomenees can often 
be relieved by changing the positions 
or arrangement of the heavy articles of 
farniture. Beautiful pictures, vases

that often cost but little save the time 
taken in gathering, are all helps to re- 
lieve this weariness, especially in the 
rooms of aged people and invalids. Beau- 
tiful* and bright-colored table and stand- 
covers, chair-cushigns, etc., all help to 
make rooms look cheerful and pleasant.

threads of the coarse cloth, in such a 


way as to leave both ends of the scraps 


on one side of it, The scrapsshould be 
drawn in so closely as to cause them to 
stand straight up. The bits must be 


short enough to stand up, and so closely | 


drawn in as tu cover all the convass, 
which must first be bound or hemmed. 
These can be drawn in‘so as to form dia- 
monds, squares, or flowers. ‘These ‘be- 
ing made of the bright rags, the spaces 
about them are filled with more sombre 
Many people, during the autamn and 
winter months, suffer exceedingly from 
that most painful disease, neuralgia.
